A Costly Army. 

The army of the United States, 
j in proportion to its size, is the 
most expensive in the world. The 
cost per capita is from two to six 
times greater than tho sums paid 
by any other power. 

The total expended for the 
American army is $27,175,895 less 
than Russia pays for more than 
7,000,000 men, or ton times the 
strength of the American forces, 
and $10,000,000 a year less than 
France pays for nearly 600,000 

Russia's soldiers costs her $155.- 
15 per annum each, while each sol- 
dier in our armyicosts us $1,014.66 
a year. 



Battle of Dalton. 

On October 18,1864. Genera 
Hood's army of Confederates at- 
tacked Dalton, then held by the 
Yankees, 1,000 colored troops 
commanded by white officers. The 
darkies defended it valiently, but 
it was captured after a furious 
cannonade and a long military 
parley. 

Gen. Hood's main army marchs 
ed up Dug Gap road to a position 
in front of the present cemetery, 
the head of the colunm extending 
north beyond the cemetery and 
occupying the ground the soldiers 
are now encamped on — (Camp 
Davis.) The Confederate artillery 
occupied tho Cemetery Hill and 
engaged the artillery of Fort Hill. 

At the same time Gen. Cheath- 
q's (Confederate) command en- 
tered on east side of railroad be« 
Dalton and charged up 
through Dalton to a position in 
front of and beyond Fort Hill and 
got into position to attack. Be- 
fore this charge a furious cannon- 
ade had been carried on between 
Fort Hill and the cemetery batter- 
ies. The surrender of the fort had 
been demanded but refused. The 
white Yankee officers saw the fus 
tility of trying to defend the fort 
with such a small force but could 
not persuade the darkies to sur- 
render. The darkies refused to 
pull down the flag and demanded 
a chance to defend the fort. The

Of 
coarse Mr. Witt wants his money 
or the ore one. The latter cannot 
be had and in order to adjust it 
without a law suit have Jagreed to 
leave it to an arbitration— Mr. 
Witt having'selcctod Hon. • W. H. 
McAfee and Mr. Adams has chos- 
en Capt. F. W. Hall, who are to 
select tho third man in case they 
can't agree. 



On account of some two or three 
school houses being burnt out in 
the neighborhood of Jay within 
the past few years by some fire 
fiend, tho board "of education felt a 
little afraid to contribute any more 
money for the erection of auother. 
So the partons being aware of th: 
fact went to work a few days ago 
and put them up a log house 
which the young ideas can 
learned to shoot just as well at 
this season of the year as if it was 
of brick, and just as safe from 
if it is built out of the same kind 
of timber that is hauled to town 
for wood some times. Fire won't 
burn it. 

The Gainesville Eagle has this 
to say about the proposed electric 
railway from Dahlonega to that 
city: The bonds have been ens 
graved, and from a statement of 
General Warner, there will be no 
difficulty in securing tho money to 
contract the road. That the road 
to Dahlonega will be built is an as- 
sured fact. The promoters of tho 
project will ask nothing of the cit- 
izens for the line from Gainesville 
to Dahlonega. Gainesville will bo 
asked for $15,009 worth of stock 
in the city system, which will ex- 
tend to the depot and both the Cot- 
ton mills. Engineer Carlile is at 
present at work on the right of 
er the Pacolet Mill proper- 
ty- 

On Thursday night of last week 
some parties— both white and 
black — sit up all night drinking, 
talking and picking the banjo and 
guitar. At ' the same time a cer- 
tain white man was roaming about 
oyer the streets with a bottle of 
Peruna in his pocket singing, "I 
feel just as happy as a big sun 
flower, that nods and bends in the 
breezes." Awhile after daylight 
he retired. Up in the day a servant 
went to his room to see why he 
failed to appear at the bieakfast 
table. When the negro went in 
the man was lying in bed perfectly 
speechless with a hymn book in 
his hand open at tho song of 
"Show pity Lord, Oh Lord fors 
give." Peruna never fails to get 
in its work. 



Last week we were notified by 
some unknown member to us of 
the Consolidated Co., through C, 
W. Satterfield, to take the Union 
Store ad. out of the Nugget, be- ! 
longing to this company, but we 
are not going to do it in this case, 
because it is paid for until the 
21st of September and we always 
carry out our contracts . It ' s true 
that it will do the store nor com- 
pany no good whatever beeause 
they have let the stock run down 
and got in debt so that it is with 
hesitancy that they can get 
a few dollars worth of goods even 
Gainesville. Now as some of 
our readers are not aware we will 
tell what brought this little 
unpleasantness about between the 
Nugget and the promoters of the 
Consolidated Co. At the begin- 
ning of the operations a large 
number of the stockholders while 
in Dahlonega subscribed for the 
Nugget with a request that we 
keep them correctly posted as far 
as we were able about the pro- 
gress and management of the 
work. This we certainly did and 
will still continue. Hundreds of 
hands were employed to build a 
120 stamp mill and a thirty ton 
chlorination plant, which the pro- 
moters asserted were insured to 
save 95 per cent of the gold. 
While this was going on much 
outside unnecessary expenditures 
were being made, costing thous- 
ands and thousands of dollars. We 
waited and watched until they 
commenced putting on the orna- 
ments. Then we told the stock- 
holders who soon brought a halt. 
This, of course, displeased these 
bosses. They are wise men 
but some of them know no more 
about a gold mine than a hog 
does about the pleasures of heav- 
en. At the end of the first year 
the expenditures amounted to 
$126,000.00 while the gold bullion 
reached only about ;pl2,000, and 
after trading and trafficing found 
themselves short to the tuns of 
more than $72,000 on the first 
of April last. The mill was 
shut down some time ago and the 
number of hands reduced from th« 
hundreds to some thirty or forty, 
and these haven't been kept busy 
for the Like of ammunition. Is it 
any wonder that they bursted-? 
Now there is a new scheme on foot 
■the Hix Process. President 
Adams claims that ore from the 
Hand which only made $1.77 per 
ton on their big, costly improved 
plant, turned out $11.71 per ton by 
the Hix, at a cost of 25. cents per 
ton, while by chlorination it cost 
$4.50. Nearly all the rich gold 
ore taken out of the Findley chute 
was shipped to Fort Wayne, Ind., 
about the middle or last of May 
by Mr. Adams to boom the Hix 
Process. Satisfactory tests were 
reported, but Witt's gold and 
none of the Processes have reach- 
ed Dahlonega up to this writ- 
ing. The managers of this com- 
pany have not only failed in min- 
ing but everything else here that 
they have undertaken. The rail- 
road they were going to build to 
Gainesville was a flash. A house 
and lot Avere purchased and more 
than $3,500 expended fitting up 
a fine hotel, and not a single day 
has it been opened to the public. 
Hall's Villa was run by them sev- 
eral months and it failed to pay 
expenses. A year ago they pur- 
chased Hall's Commissary, valued 
at $12,000 and consolidated it 
with their $8,000 stock, having sey- 
en clerks, and to-day their stock 
is reduced to $8,000— taking all 
shese figures from the tax books — 
having only three clerks, 
and not half enough for them to 
.o. So you men of the north need 
nt fear this country because the 
first managers made nothing in 
They failed in every- 
thing. But now that Mr, Brey- 
mann, the vice-president, is about 
ready to take hold of the throttle 
we feel that he will manage the 
mines so that they will pay, not 
taknig nearly two dollars to get 
one. Then the stockholders who 
are now feeling sad will be made 
glad, casing much better times 
in D^SRnega and Lumpkin coun- 
ty. So the one wanting the ad- 
vertisement out must look upon 
it until the 21st of next month.

Thank you for the information 
given in your paper of the 9th 
Irsst. T that the Dunlap shoals had 
been purchased by those interest- 
ed in the Gainesville and Dahlon- 
ega railroad. A great plant is to 
bo built at that place, which 
will furnish electric power for all 
the manufacturing establishments 
at Gainesville and New Holland, 
as well as for all business and pri- 
vate houses in the city, besides 
electric car lines, and lights for all 
the streets of the city, also a sups 
ply of water for. water works, as 
well as private use if needed. Let 
the people of Gainesville know 
that one source of this water is 
near the top of the Bluo Ridge 
at Unacoy passing down through 
Nacoochee Valley, one of the 
lovliest in Georgia. One of the 
most interesting legends which oc* 
curred in the Valley long years 
ago, was written and published 
over fifty years ago — may have 
been Dr. M. F. Stephenson, who 
wrote it but I am not sure. But 
go back to the Nacoochee gap with 
me, and with a glass look north I 
down the Hiwasseel river, and 
you may very clearly see two small 
counties, Towns, Ga., and Clay, 
N. C, With Hayesville, being old 
fort Hembrec 25 miles off. Those 
two counties are in a tray shaped 
valley with mountains on either 
side. Twenty miles further on lies 
the flat open valley extending on 
to Murphy, N. C. , located at the 
junction of Hiwassee and Valley 
rivers.

will We stated last week that -Capt 
7 not las F. W. Hall and Hon. W. H. Mc- 
Afee were appointed to arbitrate 
a settlement between kJ. JB. Witt 
and J. W. Adams about some gold 
ore belonging to Mr. Witt taken 
from the Findley mine, under a 
lease, property of tbe Consolidated 
Company, of which Mr. Adams 
is president. This ore was taken 
from the Findley chute and is 
very rich. Along in May, at the 
request of Mr. Adams, he was 
permitted to ship several hun- 
dred pounds of this ore, ist, 
2nd and third grade, to Fort 
Wayne, Ind.., in order to make a 
test and boom the Hix process. 
When Mr. Witt was notified to go * 
to Fort Wayne first of June -to gee 
his ore tested some thirty or forty 
pounds of the best grade were 
missing and is yet. 948 pounds of 
the lower grade ore were tested and 
produced more than 800 penny- 
weights of pure gold. This was 
tendered Mr. Witt but he .refused 
to accept it. It was expressed to 
Dahlonega and again offered to 
him but he didn't want to take just 
a portion of his earnings and it was 
placed in the bank until the matter 
is adjusted either by the arbitra- 
tors oi by. a jury, .when that .will 
be no one can tell. .The otostimo- 
ny of five of six witnesses was ta- 
ken here last Tuesday from men 
who took the ore out.
